The University of CStllfomla, In- 
cliidlngi its southern br;inch. ranks 
the targcnt in the United SLiles, ac- 
cording to figures complied by Ray- 
mond \VVi.ncrs, dean of Swathmore 
College and associate editor of Iho 
journal "School and Society." Coin in 
bla University, New Yqrk, ranks sec 
ond. 

California, including its southern 
branch, has 16,771 full-time .students 
Columbia has 12,51t» and niinols 
11.810. The three schools hold the 
same ranking this year as they did 
last year. 

Of the 10 largest schools In the 
rjoiintry, five of them are state uni 
versities in Ihc Western Conference 
The four in addition to Illinois .-irc 
Minnesota with 10,310, .Michigan with 
9.597, Ohio 9,209, and Wisconsin 
8,220. C.-illfornla in the extreme west, 
and Columbia. University of Pctinsyl- 
vania, .S'ew York, and Harvard Uni- 
versities in tlic e.njil arc the remain- 
der of ilic 10 largest. 

Some schools ha.vc shifted a bit 
in their ranking is to size since Ins- 
year. iNIichignn has nr'vod up nheail 
of the University of Pennsylvania for 
the fifth position the latter held las. 
year; New Vork has taken .seventh 
place away from Ohio State; the Uni 
vcrsity of Pittsburgh has moved down 
from the fiftecntii position last year 
to twentieth this time, and several 
smaller schools have, shifted onn way 
or another due to an enrollinent dif- 
ference of as few ns 12 studcnta. 

.fudging by the figures, university 
and college enrollment is growintr 
faster than it did before the war, with 
the exception of the Middle West 
whore 20 similar colleges show en 
rollmont decreases.^ This is offset by 
state univcrsily gain, however. Tie- 
ports from 188 instltullons throuffliou 
the country .show a» increase of about 
II per cent, over lust :,*ear In the 
number of full-time students, and .-i 
gain of 9 per cent when summer ses- 
.slons and extension courses are con- 
sidered. Tlio gain i.s considered slgni-

Much Discussion Follows 
Reading of Weekly Paper 
Yesterday

dation of organic compounds using the;'' 
f>latlnum meLal<i as catalysts; palla-'.'; 
dliim black was particularly effectivo.'.-l 
He fourtd that the oxidation of ccrUln * 
compounds could be accomplished In-, 
the complete absence of molecuUir ox- 
ygen, or even In clie absence of .an ox- 
idising agent. The palladium black. , 
becomes saturated with hydrogen in H 
the process. Thig suggested the Idea 
that the ax;tk>n of the catalyst was 
due to the actination aiid removal ol . 
the hydrogen from the compound to 
be oxidlsod. According to Wloland's 
view aji oxidative change in presenM. ■ 
of I catalyfrt, n ill proceed na long an 
there i.f some substance pre.«<»nt to ro- ..

Similar re-sults are obtatned us-" 
in? molecular oxyg»n or méthylène 
bine as acceptors in the absence of 
palladium. Reterenoe was nude to the > 
conta.ot process for. siitiTburie ' aeld, 
with plaitinum as catailyvt.^ Th« jh-o- 
ce'ss actuaitr proceeded with stilphur.. 
ddozlde in the absence of oxygen. Re-: / 
actions with phosphoric acid were also .| 
outlined, 

. Wieland ha* performed ezperirnenta 
usiing peroxides and persuIiphaAes as . 
occeptore. From this point of view the 
hydrogen 'perosilde catalysis and its 
avcellerators belong to the dehydro- 
genating cabijysts, and he gives this 
view of the reaotions c.xpermental sup- 
porL 

Much of the wOTk has been done on 
the oxidation of aldehydes. The oxida- 
tion of an aldehyde Is ordinarily .vicoii-'^^,| 
sidered aa a caise of true osidiitîon— ^ '^ 
that is the addition of oxygerv include« 
this reaction as a dehydrogenartion. 

The same consideration m.iy be ap- : 
plied to the oxidation of aldehydes by 
enzymes. The hydrogen is actinated 
by the ferment and then is removed; 
by an, a-ptproprtate acceptor. There I» 
in this connection an interesting ap- 
plication of the ides, in the classifi- 
cation of enzymes, which also is gooit 
evidence for the theory. In the action 
of an o.xidi'.ring enzyme on an aldehyde, 
acid Is produced, but also some al-j 
cohol. It w^as oi-lginally supposed- that 'i 
there were three fermen.ts: an oxidase, i 
which oxidizes the aldehyde to acid: 
reductasts which has a reducing ac- 
tion on an acceptor like methylene ] 
blue: and. thirdly a mutose, which ac- 'f 
compllshes the shift between acid and ;. 
alcohol, Wieland thinks that tHe as- 
sumption ' of these three enzymes Is 
unnecessary In the light of his theory. ' 

To give these conclusions (iuant|ta-.: 
tlvo lllusti^tions Wieland employed 
Thardlngh's .Mill enzyme with sallcyV, 
laldchyde.

If motliylcne blue Is used tus tho ao- 
ceip*or, ill an .atmo.spherc oC nltrogon, 
still less alcohol and inoio acid are 
formed.

As an outcomo, this 
Committee feels that It Is necessary 
for tho aucoess of the Federation that 
an annual meeting of the lOxecutlvo 
Council shall be held, preferably dur- 
ing the Christma-s 'Vacation. A further 
suggestion is that the quorum of the 
ISxccutlvo Council shall be one rcpre- 
sontutivo of two-thirds of U»o total 
number of constituent organizations. 
Furthermore, wo think that thirty 
dtty.M' written notice of all mcotliigH 
.shall 1)0 given by tho Socretary-Troa- 
.suror. 

Thin committee, also, la of the opin- 
ion that the proposed Federation 
should not be formed imlcss, and un- 
til at least ten Unilveraittea have 
4l«niried their Intention ot entering, 

Kurtliornioro, your Committee feels 
that It is of the «tmost Impi>rta.ncc 
that tho Universities not ropreHonlod 
at the present Conference be sMit In- 
vitations to consider tho advisability 
of forming a Federation with alt the 
data possible. And, In addition, this 
Committee feels that it would be 
more efficacious if this invitation Is 
extended In person.

REPORT 
Your Committee has been forced to 
recognize that our first object as a 
National Union of Students will be to 
develop in every way possible, a Ca 
nadian national consciousness among 
our own students. Secondly, that 
probably our closest relations will be 
those English and French-speaking 
countries to whom we are allied by 
culture and tradition. In view ot the 
fact, however, that these relations 
can be maintained within the Confed- 
eration Internationale des Etudiants, 
there is no need of creating a new or- 
ganization to meet this end. 

Your Committee, theii, recommends 
that the National Union of Students 
of Canada, express Its desire to affili- 
ate with the C. I. £]., and that this 
action be the only official expression 
of our International relations. 

In the «vent of our affiliation, we 
would aasuma certain obligations 
which fall .under two heads:— finan- 
cial and general. Our yearly fee, com- 
puted an the basis of the fee of the' 
N. U. S. of England and Wales, would 
be about $80. - $100. and, in addition, 
we would bo required to send a dele- 
Kate to' the annual conference of the 
C. I, E. By appointing such represen- 
tatives from Canadian students al- 
ready in England, the financial obli- 
gation would be very small, probab- 
ly about )60. 

In. addition to this, we would be ex- 
pected to make arrangements for 
groups of students coming to this 
country, to supply the' central office 
In Brussels with Information regard- 
ing our ITnlversIties, such as living 
conditions, curricula andBiimUar': sub- 
jects, and in such other ways^ to co- 
operate as is customary among mem- 
bers of the C. I. E. 

In arriving at Its decision, your 
Committee considered the following 
points, wherein wo could gain an ad- 
vantage from our affiliation. 

In the first place, co-cpcratlon with 
International movements. In view of 
Increasing International communica- 
tion since the war. Is essential to 
students. Contact with strongly na- 
tional groups would create an In- 
creasing consciousness of a national 
identity among"- Canadiait studciits. 
Also there are .several minor, practtcnl 
advantages to he gained, such as 
Increased travelling f.acuUles, due to 
cheaper rates. At first thene might 
be arranged between the N. S. F. A. 
and our organization, and later be- 
tween the further removed national 
unions and ourselves. 'Again, tho ex- 
change of students between countries 
could be managed through tho C. I. E. 
bureau and the policy of somo Cana- 
dian Universities In exchange of 
staff could he followed in the exchanige 
of students. 

The one disadvantage Is the dan- 
ger of our becoming Involved In Eu- 
ropean' political and national group 
dissensions, but In view of our geo- 
graphical position ' and lack of any 
tendency to think In these terms It 
Is felt that our point of view may be- 
come increasingly helpful In reduc- 
ing these dissensit :.h to a minimum 
In conclusion, wu wish to point 
out that our future co-operation with 
American and English Unlvorsitlcs 
win bo on the basts of national orga* 
nlzatlons, that is, with tho Natloinl 
Student Federation of Aiiiei-lca • and 
the National Union ot Students ot 



Knglanll and 'Vl'ales. Also your Com- 
mittee recommends that tre favour 
co-opor.atlon with any bodies working 
In International Intorests, hut defi- 
nitely disapprove of any affiliation 
with bodies working for purely sec- 
tional purposes. In this connection, 
wo regard tho Institute ot Pacific Re- 
lations, as a body Interested In inter- 
nattunal hm-niony, although consider- 
ing a particular and local problem, 
while tho Pan-American, wo consider 
to be sectional in its aim. Our fullest 
co-operation would, of course, be 
given to all bodies concerned In fur- 
thering' tho alms and ideals ot the 
Longuo of Nations.

REPORT 

While llil.s field scomH the most 
practical to achieve the ends In view 
of thu C. N. U. S., It Is also In many 
ways the most difficult. There ap 
pear to bo two lurond divisions the 
problem naturally falls Into: 

(1) The cxchango of undergradu 
ate sludonts. 

(3) Tho granting of .scholarships 
to grfiduates. 
The Exchange of Undergraduates 
With regard to this, the Commit- 
tee makes the fallowing suggestions 
A first essential Is that at the 
Head Quarters of the C. N. U. S., full 
Information be available as to the 
subjects .t'nd prerequisites In each 
course and year of the various uni- 
versities. Included In this informa 
tlon might be the suggestions from 
each university as to its outstanding 
courses. 
It Is suggested. 

That the Executive of the Students' 
Council in each university, together 
with a small representative commit- 
tee ot the Faculty, shall nominate 
of the total enrollment from studehts 
at the end of their second year tv 
spend their third year at another uni- 
versity of their own choice, this 
choice to be subject to the approval 
of the executive ot the C. N. U. S. 
executive, that students who wish to 
Thot to facilitate the work of the 
spend their third year at another 
university, send in^ 'their applicationa 
to their executive, • suggesting tlie 
university to which they ^vish to be 
transferred. 

That the students who are trans 
ferred from the larger universities 
be chiefly students In Arts, and 
those transferred from the smaller 
universities be mainly ' in' Science 
and Medicine courses. ■ 

That arrangements be mado wdth 
each university to . remit the fees of 
exchange students. 

If the C. N. U. S. Is successful in 
securing materially cheaper stu 
dents' railway fares rates, the prob 
lem of transportation connected 
with this exchange Is greatly lessen 
ed. Otherwise some measure must be 
taken by the C. N. U. S. to make up 
the difference between the railway 
tore to tho former university and to 
that to which he has been trans 
ferred. 

It I.s tho opinion of the Committee 
that these measures -wUl encourage 
large scale exchange of students, 
which will greatly, further the ends 
ot the C.N. U.iS. In bringing the ex 
tr'emes of Canada together and great 
ly broadening many individual out 
looks, and yet much more economi 
cully than possible .under any schol 
arship system.

It's Dan Meennn speaking. Coach 
Dan Meennn of Columbia University's 
1926 .Eastern Intercollegiate basket- 
ball champions. He's summing up the 
basketball philosophy that made him 
All-Eastern forward in 191'J and 1014 
(he captained the Columbia team the 
latter year) and won la-st winter's 
Columbia squad the Eastern title. 

The keynote 'of Columbia's cham- 
pionship system, explains Meenan in 
the January issue of The American 
Roy Magazine, is simplicity. He uses 
no "trick" plays— no charts or "set" 
formations. He depends first upon 
having his men ln,topnotch shape, so 
that they can play the full game at a 
driving speed. ..^.Second, he sees to it 
that they'know a little more than their 
opponents do about the mechanics of 
the game. 

Coach Meenan starts his season in 
November, on the running track. In 
December comes drill In running the 
floor and passing. Columbia uses Just 
one pass — a shoulder high throw pro- 
pelled by ■ the'rlght->.jian4i- She uaei 
only two shots for the basket — the 
chest shot, easily and gracefully exe- 
cuted, and a variation of it, delivered 
with one hand, when near the baeket. 
"English,!' snap passes, otW fancy 
tactics afe unknown to the Colvmbia 
champions. 

.'COach-Meenan's-eystem of pity dei 
pends upon three primary rules of 
offensé and defense: ' . 

"On defenae, always I(eep between 
your man and the basket, forcing him 
toward the side lines. 

"On offense, never catch a ball 
Htiindlng still; keep your opponent 
from intercepting it by going to meet 
It. 

"After you have completed a pass, 
get ready to receive the ball again." 

Coach Meenan doesn't like the drib- 
ble because it momentarily ties up 
the other .four men on the team. 
"Never dribble," he advises, "unless 
you are coming up to the basket for a 
'shot and there's no one in front of 
you. In a fast passing game the op- 
ponent has a hard time keeping track 
of the ball. In a dribbling game, on 
the othe:, hand,, every opponent knot's 
exactly where the ball Is." 

These rules of play gavo last -sca- 
Kon'K Columbia .squad the reputation 
of being a speed machine that took 
the ball under the basket in as few 
passes as possible,' for short, sure 
shots. To cambat this style of play, 
Princeton — then the eastern champ- 
ions — placed guards right under the 
hoop. Columbia met this maneuver by 
loosing a barrage of medium-length 
shots from a point squarely In front 
of the basket. When a few of these 
dropped through the net, the Prince- 
ton guards came ont and permitted 
Columbia to .make short shots agahi, 
"Always keep the area under your 
basket dear," Meenan advises, "Stay 
away from it until somebody Is ready 
to cut in for a short shot." 

Last season, with her swift, unorth- 
odox style of play, Columbia won 
eighteen out of twenty games. One 
of the moat spectacular contests was 
won by the Navy 30 to 29. In this 
game, the Navy was leading at the 
half time 12 to 11 In the : second 
half, Columbia hit her stride and took 
the lead 29 to 13, scoring 16 pointa

IS CHAM JUMPER 

''Every Day I go Higher and 
Higher" Says Osborn 



'Can you jump over a thin cross-bar 
of wood set parallel to the ground or 
floor at a height of six feet? Not so 
easy. Is It? Yet a quiet, modest, gray- 
eyed school-teacher of Champaign, Il- 
linois, has done that stunt at least five 
hundred times In official'' track meets 
or exhibitions, and probably at least 
one thousand other times in practice. 
Once he cleared the phenomena] 
height of 6 feet 8U Inches, which Is 
the present world'a outdoor record; 
he baa jumped 6 feet 7 Inches four 
times (not counting the time he did 
the •:8U) and he has jumped 6 feet, 
6 Inches sixteen times! 
: To meet this remarkable young man, 
you would never suapect that he was 
one of the greatest all-around athletes 
in the world. In the first place, he 
wears glasses, and you dpn't usually 
«xpec> that a man who is handicapped 
with "cheaters" can high-Jump, pole 
seconds. He went on to win five other 
vault, run hurdle races, and take part 
In other forms of violent physical ex- 
ercise where a fine Judgment of dis- 
tance and timing is necessary. To look 
at Harold Osborn, he l.s a blonder and 
bigger edition of Harold IJoyd (and 
don't think that the Harold of movie 
fame Is not an athlete, too). 

"Young Mr. Osborn (he is 27 years 
old) will be seen competing In varl 
ouB parts , of tho country In the next 
few .months In various indoor track 
meet's. 'Never content with what^e 
has accqnipllihod, he Is always striv 
Ing °to better his previous records, and 
don't be surprised If .some day ho 
jumps seven feet! "Every d.ay in every 
way I go higher niui higher," is liar- 
old's motto, and one can't help but 
praise Ms attitude, also his alUtude.

■When he won the decathlon, the .all- 
around contest of ten events, In the 
1924 Olympics, Osborn scored 7710 
points, - which was about 200 more 
points than the famous Jim Thorpe 
scored In 1912, measured on the now 
basis. Osborn, in his "Iron man" stunt 
drove his car from 3 a,m. till 10 p.m., 
slept six hours, and then drove from 
5 -a.m. for ten hours more, a!^:|_'ffj'5ti 
at the scene of the track meet Just%i' 
time to enter the high-hurdle race,' 
which he won In tho fine time of 15 2-5 
seconds. Ho went on to win five other 
oVcnts, and then drove back home in 
thirty-two hours, with only half an 
hour's rest! 

Any. amateur who works that hard 
foç' sport's sake deserves to Jump 
seven feet!
